A Baltic Episode 

An attempt by the German de- 
stroyer W182 to capture the British 
steamer Thelma in the Baltic Sea re- 
cently was frustrated by the Swedish 
torepdo boat Pollux, According to one 
account of the ‘affair the British 
steamer was cuased into Swedish ter 
ritorial waters, and the Swedish boat 
came up as the Germaas were in the 
act of boarding the steamer and 
forced them to return to their ship. 
The Pollux then ran in between the 
two other vessels, and her captain 
informed the Germans that he would 
use any means necessary to prevent 
the Thelma being taken away. Both 
warships cleared for action and lay 
for some ten minutes opposite each 
other in ominous silence, when the 
German destroyer suddenly steamed 
away, leaving the Swedish boat in 
possession of the field. 

A Low-Down Trick

This and volumes more is’ the rea- 
gon such an insistent appeal is being 
made to the Belgian Relief Committee 
of Montreal. Wheat is the present 
salvation of starving Belgium, Wheat 
means both work and bread for these 
long lines of Belgian women and 
children and for $2.60 one Belgian 
family can be kept free from starva- 
tion a month.

Horses for Allied Armies 


Seven Thousand From Eastern Can- 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Western Canada 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at the four To- 
ronto horse exchanges during the year 
1915. Of the 112,000 “warriors” that 
came to West Toronto yards about 
100.000 were brought tirough fro. 
western United States. The., British 
and French governments therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of 20,- 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. The 
Dominion government, which through 
its agents, purchased directly from 
owners, took 18,000 horses, 7,000 from 
eastern Canada ana 11,000 from west- 
ern Canada, Of those bought in the 
east two-thirds came from Ontario. 
Of the latter 40 per cent. were cav- 
alry, 40 per cent artillery and 20 per 
cent. heavy transport horses. Of 
those purchasea in the west 50 per 
cent, were cavalry, 25 per cent. artil- 
lery and 25 per cent, heavy transport 
borses. 

The average price paid by the Can 
adian government for horses bought 
in the east wag $177, and in the west 
$165, the difference being accounted 
for by the Jonger haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses had 
|many of them to be broken. The 
British government paid, on the aver 
age, $160, while the French govern- 
ment, which sought lighter animals 
of somewhat inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto Globe.

Crop Prospects For 1916 

The outlook for the western grain 
crop of 1916 is not as bright at the 
present time as was the prospect for 
/1915 at this period last year. A very 
much smaller area of land has been 
prepared for crop so far this season 
than was prepared in the autumn of 
1914. In Saskatchewan, for instance, 
which represents more than half of 
\the grain area of the whole west, the 
total amount of land prepared for the 
crop of 1916 is estimated to be only 
4,504,891 acres, a3 compared with 8,- 
084,574 acres a year ago. This great 
difference has been due first of all 
to inclement weather during the aut- 
umn months of 1915,, which prevented 
farmers from threshing not to men- 
tion ploughing. The grain production 
of the past season and the feeling of 
uncertainty regarding the future con- 
dition of the markets have also been 
factors in the mind of the agricultura: 
west. But it is too early yet to in- 
dicate the probable area under crop 
in Western Canada for 1916. If the 
spring season opens early and favor- 
ably a vast amount of ploughing and 
seeding may be done in the months 
of April and May,—-Toronto Globe.

Our first aim as farmers must be to 
grow crops at less cost than they 
will sell on the market, and then 
we should feed them on the farm 80 

to realize two profits. ‘ 

The farmer who raibegs most of his 
own feed is in a much better posi 
tion to feed hogs, cattle or any other 
class of stock, tian the man who has 
to purchase all his feed. The farmer 
who grows al] his own feed may not 
get any more than market prices for 
the grain or other produce consumed 
by .the stock, and may still have a 
fair profit through selling his pro- 
duce at market prices ,in the form 
of che finished product; but the man 
who buys his feed can have for pro- 
fit only what he obtains in excess 
of the market value of the feeds con- 
sumed by the stock. Thus the farm- 
er who grows his feed has two sources 
of profit, namely, the grower’s profit, 
or the profit obtained by selling his 
produce at market price; ‘together 
with the feeder’s profit. or what he 
obtains for his produce in excess of 
market price by selling it in the form 
of pork, beef, mutton, milk, ec. The 
man who has to puy all the produce 
waich he feeds his stock can. have 
only the feeder’s profit, and under un- 
favorable conditions this profit may 
be so small that it will scarcely pay 
for the labor involved. 

The farmer in planni out his 
work for next season must do a little 
reasoning. He may find that he needs 
400 bushels of oats, but with his 
system of farming he may hive a 
field that will yield the necessary 
oats which will be worth $160. On 
the other hand, this same field if 
planted to tatoes will yield 1,200 
bushels which will sell for $700. If 
he had the extra time necessary. to 
grow this crop he would figure then 
that it would pay him to grow the 
potatoes, and buy the $160 worth of 
grain, which would establish the cor 
rect relation. 

The problem of regulating the 
number of animals kept on the farm 
to the amount of food crops produced, 
is less difficult where a regular sys- 
tem of crop growing is practiced and 
one has plenty of silo.room to insure 
against drouth and a partial failure 
of the hay crop. Of course, there 
may come years when the supply of 
roughage may be somewhat reduced 
but then is a good time to dispose 
of some of the less profitable ani- 
mals, 

On the well managed farm we find 
that the amount of live stock kept 
is regulated to a certain extent by 
the amount of available labor at 
hand, For example, on the dairy 
farm two men can handle ‘from 24 
to 28 cows and raise the necessary 
food crops with very little extra day 
help. Some ambitious farmer might 
think it more profitable to hire a 
third man and milk six or eight more 
cows. If this necessitated keeping 
another team during the year and 
buying new equipment it is déubtful 
if it would pay. On the other hand, 
if he figured on employing the addi- 
tional labor by growing a cash crop 
such as potatoes, beans or cabbage, 
it might pay large returns. It costs 
considerable to feed, an é6xtra team 
and pay a hired man a year and un- 
less one can see a substantial addi- 
tion to his annual income he had 
better not take on the additional 
business. Idle horses and men will 
soon ruin any farmer, 


On the diversified farm the num- 
ber of young cattle, sheep and swine 
kept should be regulated by the 
amount of rough feed and _ by-pro- 
ducts that are available, By this. we 
do not mean that these animals are 
not capable of making a profit, but 
rather that their chief function 
should be to convert waste feeds, 
pasture grass and roughage into dol- 
lars and fertility. ‘They ‘not only 
turn these feeds into profit put they 
furnish profitable employment for 
the hired men every day in the year. 

On the farm where there is a pro- 
per correlation between the crops 
and live stock the labor is evenly 
distributed, over the year so as to 
greatly economize the acreage cost 
of tillage operations and the expense 
of caring for the live stock. Each 
crop so succeeds the other that there 
are few slack and few rush seasons. 
Manuri and plowing may be done 
during the fall and winter which, 
together with marketing, stock feed- 
jog, wood hauling, shop work, etc., 
keep activities up until spring comes

Cigar Destroys Zeppelin 


Carelessness of Workman Results in 
Loss of One of 'Germany’s Big 
Airships 
Disaster swift and complete has 
overtaken one of the largest and most 

elaborately equipped Zeppelins. 

The vessel concerned was the Z18, 
nd the disaster, which resulted in 
Wo men being killed and eight in- 
jured, occurred at Tendern, West 
dSchieswig. The explosion occurred 
when German soldiers were engaged 
in pumping gas or air into the Zep- 
pelin, which had only recently arriv- 
ed, and had been installed in a shed. 

They had not quite finished when 
a vioiwent explosion occurred. The 
Zeppelin caught fire, and was entire- 
ly destroyed. The roof of the shed 
was blown off, and all the windows 
were destroyed, 

The Z18 had only done a single 
‘trip westward over the island of Sylt 
be.vre 1C WaS ueslroyeu. alle bued 
housing the airship had only just 
been completed before the disaster 
occurred, a lew aiterations being re- 
quired on the roof, where plaftorms 
originally fixed for anti-aircraft guns 
were being moved aside in accord- 
ance with a new scheme and placed 
on the ground at the four corners of 
the huge shell, which occupies nearly 
an acre. 

A number of marines assisted the 
workmen in getting the-roof ready, 
and, despite stringent orders to the 
contrary, several men smoked cigars. 
It is reported that one man dropped a 
burning cigar on the top of the en- 
velope of the airship, resulting in an 
immedidte @xplosion, which killed or 
injuréd ten men. The Joss of the Zep- 
pelin was kept profoundly secret and 
is not now knowa to German people.

It is not intended to reduce prices be- 
low the ordinary commercial scale, 
thus allowing profits which the auth- 
orities here consider that the good 
pay of the Canadian soldiers enable 
tnem to pay fair prices, by which they 
themselves, if disabled, may benefit 
in future years. The management of 
the canteen and supplies will fall up- 
on the department of supplies and 
transport, of which Col. McRae is 
chief at Shorncliffe. It is anticipated 
that the Canadian relief fund will 
benefit by a large figure annually un- 
der the scheme. 

“It is the feeling of the authorities 
here that the future of many soldiers 
may be very dark as compared with 
their present good circumstances; in 
fact, certain officers express the opin- 
fon that the extravagance of many of 
the men should be checked by com- 
pulsory payment into the reserve ac- 
count of a proportion of the goldiers’ 
pay. Although this is done for the 
men in the field, they have access to 
the accumulated money on returning 
to England, and in time of leave may 
get through the savings of months, 

“One advantage of the canteen 
management will be the placing on 
sale at the camps of stocks of Canad- 
ian tobaccos and cigarettes.” 

In another despatch the correspond- 
ent says: ‘ 

“Col. H. 8S. Birkett, of McGill Hos- 
pital, is sailing soon for Canada.
